Falling Off in Np* York City Is 
Encouraging to Health 

Department. 
Washington. Oct. 13.—Tonight's 

bulletin issued by the United States 
public health service indicates no 
abatement in the general prevalence 
of Spanish Influenza throughout the 

I country. The disease is' spreading 
rapidly ip the Pacific coast stales, with 
many new cases reported front Cali- 
fornia. Increasing fresh outbreaks 
also are reported from the south. In 
Massachusetts and in other New Eng- 
land states, where the disease has 
made Us appearance, there is a con- 
tinued improvement in conditions. 

While fewer deaths from influenza 
In the national capital are reported 
for the last forty-eight hours, the 
situation here still is extremely se- 
rious owing to the abnormal conges- 
tion in working and living conditions. 
Notice has been given that the ques- 
tion of forbidding the incoming of 
out-of-town war workers will be taken 
up in the house tomorrow. The pres- 
ident is being pressed to issue a proc- 
lamation upon the necessity of pro- 
tecting the national capital from fur- 
ther contagion by limiting travel to 
Washington for only the most essen- 
tial war purposes. 

New York, Oct. 13.—Spanish influ- 
enza declined in the number of new 
cases reported today, the total being 
3.851, a decrease of 735. 

"We must not be too optimistic,” 
said Dr. Royal S. Copeland, health 
commissioner. "We must still keep up 
the fight, but if the reports of the next 
few days are as favorable as they were 
today, we might say we have passed 
the peak of the Spanish lnfluensa epi- 
idemW*

St. Paul Minn., Oct. 13.— 
Estimates from ail points in 
the zone swept by forest fires 
more than six villages wiped, 
out and property loss that will 
run far into millions. 

The number of dead at one 

is 163, while at another it is 
100. The fires are still burning 
but the wind has abated some- 
what. 

The town of Schultz Lake is 
now on fire and meagre reports 
declare sixty persons are 

trapped. 
The first relief train from the 

(ire zone arrived late today in 
St. Paul, bringing more than I 
200 refugees. More than-«i 
score of these were injured and 
were taken to hospitals. Phy- 
licians, nurses and supplies j 
nave been sent to every avail-1 
ible point.

In the Duluth morgue tonight 
there were seventy-five bodies, twen- 
ty-nine of which have been in some 
measure Identified. 

Besides these, hundreds of small set- i 
tlements and Isolated homes of set- 
tlers have been destroyed One train 
which pulled In her# was afire and 
other coaches and earn in the North- 
ern Pacific yards caught fire from it j 
One hundred and eighty-two coaches | 
In all were burned. The timber and1 
property loss, now estimated at many 
millions, will beyond a doubt surpass 
in amount the toll taken by any pre. 
vlous fire In this region. 

Both the twin cities of Duluth and 
Superior now seem safe, although on 
several occasions paturday night 1 

suburban property was consumed and 
the sparks, fed by a strong wind, set, 
fire to many buildings In Duluth and 
at more than one time threatened the. 
total destruction of the large ship- 
yard.

maritime transport council, and the co- 

operation of the British, French and 
Italian governments was heartily given 

“Many questions involving co-opera- 
tion on the part of the several govern- 
ments were taken up and satisfactorily 
settled. 

With regard to shipping aircraft 
ordnance and other parts of the allied 
program, the contribution which thf 
United States can make is rendered 
definite and the means of accomplish- 
ment are arranged 

When asked about the liberty loan 
'Secretary Baker said: 
_'The. allied armies arc now in the 
full tide of victorious advance Ameri- 
can divisions are fighting with thf 
British, with the French, and in their 
own sectors, and everywhere the enemy 
is in retreat and disorder.
